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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on November 6, 2009 has been entered. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 14 through 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kiesling 3,010,074 in view of Dunn 3,339,097. 

Kiesling discloses a transformer having the final structure comprising: a hollow bobbin 
(e.g. 10 in Fig. 1) formed in the shape of a tube; a coil (12) arranged around a periphery of the 
bobbin; and a core formed by a continuous ribbon (20) wound inside the hollow bobbin. 

Regarding Claim(s) 15 and 16, Kiesling further teaches that the transformer is to be used 
in electrical equipment, or with electrical adaptors (e.g. transistors 30, etc., see Fig. 2). 

Kiesling does not teach that the bobbin is made of a flexible material having a 
substantially rectangular shaped interior hollow cross-section including a first end and second 
end.

Dunn discloses that it is known to form hollow bobbins (16 in Fig. 4) that are rectangular 
shaped with first and second ends and made of a flexible, resilient material (col. 3, lines 32+) to 
serve the purpose of supporting a coil. 

It would have obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have modified the shape and material of the bobbin of Kiesling by utilizing the 
rectangular shape and flexible material of the bobbin of Dunn, to at least perform the very same 
function of supporting a coil. 

With respect to the limitations of the hollow bobbin being "bent in such a way.. .each 
other" (lines 4-5 of Claim 14), these limitations have not been given any patentable weight as 
these are considered methods limitations that have no impact on the final structure of the 
transformer. See MPEP § 21 13. 

Response to Arguments 

The applicants ) arguments with respect to Claims 14 through 16 (as filed on November 
6, 2009) have been fully considered but are now moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection 
set forth above. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 through 7, 9 through 11 and 13, are allowed.
